How the Volting is Progressing

The Colored Men at the Polls—How
They Deport .Themselves.

Alderman MeMullin Tries His
Old Game,
A Colored Voter Xnocks

Him Down in Return.

Signs of Riot in the
Fifth Ward.

The U. S. Marshal and the
Mayor Quell it in Person.

The Marines Under Arms and
Ready for Work—The De-
moceracy Subside at
Their Appearance,

With the close of to-day the destinies of the men
whose names have besan posted everywhere within
the imits of the clity a8 the standard-bearers of
the two political e8 of the day will be declded,
and at the same hour will end one of the most bit-
ter canvasses that has ever been waged in Philudel-
phie. In consequence of the extreme heatof the
summer months the campalgn has been a short one,
but it has been decldedly sharp. For the past two
weeks everything else seems to have been forgotten,
and both parties have been busily engagea in the
interest of their organization. Wile the Demo-
Ccracy were paying no attention to mass meetings
they were active (n other ways, and the prlncuml
feature in which they have 'been engaged
has been the manufacturing of voters. un-
dreds of men have been  brought here
from other ¢ities and given a habication which they
have only known since the Urst days of the registry,
and which they wil never know aflter to-night,
That hundreds of 1Hegal votes will be polled no one
will doubt, and the only trouble that will probably
arise anywhere at the polls wili be when these colo-
nizers present themselves at the polls, However,
a8 yvet no serious dificalties have been reported,
and the threatened riots of the Democr oy nave no’
transpired, For many reasons the polibical ooates:
now raging at the poll in this city and State is of
the most exciting character, Partles are mixed and

confounded; tHcketa are belng scored and spiit;
men are Vo by judgment and con-
science not by partisanship. When the

day declines and the fight ls over, strange develop-
ments, unexpected retnrns, will startle many of the
candldates and the citizens, It can alreadr be seen
that Paxson and Price will largely lead thelr respec-
tive tickets Alen in these two Instances seem Lo
have lald aside party prejudices, and are voting for
the merit of the candidates.

~ The publie bulldings guestion I8 not & party one,
but & sectional one, yet the bemocracy, {a folding
tnelr tickets, have included one for \Vl.smngton
Square, and nnless the Penn Square Demoocrat looks
sh his ballot 1 that respect will be worthless, as
he will cast two tickets—one for each location.

Great interest has been centred in this election
owing to its belng the first occasion on which the
colored portion of the population has exercised the
right of franchige, This community have been
threatened and badgered from «day to day,
but shat they had not been Intimidated thereby was
manifest at ull the precinet houged. They were out
carly and in strong numbers, It had been said
that the police had been instructed to make whole.
sale arrests of them last night, but they, be It sald
to thelr eredit, maintained the best of order daring
the night, and but few were seen on the streets, In
the Fourth, Fifth, and Seventh wards there were
two lines of vorers—one colored and one white—and
in order that there should be no difficulty, it was
agreed that the votes should be taken alternately.
Up to latest advices, good order has been generally
maintained.

The Fourth, Fiith, nad Seveath Wards,

It was regarded toat in the lower section of the
¢ity there would be no places more interésting or
exciting than at the polls of the Third aud Sixth
precinets of the “Bloody Flrth” and the Firat and
Second of the Seventh wards, It was in these divi-
sions that the lar colored vote was to be polled
much totho ineffable disgust, disapprobation, snd
d of the fowerof the great unterrifled, who
o the halcyon days of the past here put into such
excellent practice the old Democratlic maxim,
“Vote early and often,” It was prophesied that tne
tide of afairs would not run smooth, from the fact
that the colored vote would make overwhelmingly
Republican what hitherto were overwhelmingiy
Democratic divisions, But, quite contrary to all ex-
pectations, at the polls of the precincts we have
mentioned there were no riotons proceedings, but
a number of lesser crimes and diagracelul ocour-
rences, which we will attempt to pleture,

EARLY AT THE FOLLS,

Monday night the colored voters (n all of the divi-
sions already pamed resoived to be at the polls and
in line before the dawn of electlon day ; and at irch
and Lombard streets, the voting place of the T hird
previnct of the Fifth ward, LuoT were (nllae at four
o'vlock in the morning, the line extending down
Fifth street to kill. Every one was elated, and
displayed in a conspicuous manner the Repuolioan
ticket,

THE TOOLE OF THE DEMOCRACY,

It was at this poll, however, that Mayor IMox's
police violated the law in the most flagrant manoer,
and by thelr copduct gave a further demonstration
of the fact that they constitute & great political or-
gapization in the service of the Democracy. Not-
withstandiog that the law requires oflicers to keep
away from the polis and not te interfere with the
right of any voler, and (o appear at the scene only
w?n:n Summoned 1o asslsl 1o preservi order, they
stood not oply on each side of the window, to chal-
lenge & voter or to order him away as loeligible, but
stood directly in frout of the window, 80 that wo
colored voter could deposit his ballot unless at tone
optiop of & policeman. Although the line of colored
men had the right of way w the window,
the pollcemen formed & second line com-

gedd of the “uooterrified,” and Kept the
ormer back untll  each Democrat  had
deposited his tcket, Here was political strategy.
The total number of reglatered voters in this pre-
et was 980, of whom 472 were colored and about
200 white Mepaolicans. Under the most favorable
clircumstances, hardly one vole could be polled a
minute, which won'd only admit of 600 for the entire
day. As the coloped men had the right of way to
the window, the strategic leaders of the Democracy
at once discovered if they poiled all their
strergth the “anterriied” would bLe sadly worsted.
The police were then brought into requisition to
bre the line at the window, shove back the
pegroes, wad shove ahead the Democrats, and when-
ever 4 newly enfranchised map entered a demurrer
10 cateh im ty the scruld of the neck, and with an
exe You —— repeater,” )erﬂ him from the
hoe.

At Eighth and Shippen streets Is the poll of the
Eighth division of the Fourth ward, the “Old Re.
Latle” of the Democratic host. This 18 “Mallys”
Wisd, apd perhaps o po havitable portion of the

earth 8 there such & deadly enmily against the
cototed voter as that enterteined by the intslligent
Democracy of the Fourth ward, It was bad enough
that the negro should be disenthralled, bat when he
was made nal politically with the ltw-lhldtnﬁ
and loyal denlzens of the Fourth, patience ha
cepsed 1o be a virtue, and the breast of each and
every Democrat swelled with righteous Indignation.
They vowed that, at least in the Eghth pracinet, no
ignoble son of Ham should have a ghost of a chance.
No gooner, then, was the line formed than “"Mally”
—heof the vallant “Moya"—paraded up and down
ite length with an Alexander Selkirk look in his mild
and loving eye. At his back an unknown force

THE NOTORIOUS EIGHTH DIVISION OF THE
WARD,

1n this division, the abode of McMu!lin the Great,
the election 14 pagsing off In much the usnal way,
with the accompuniments of a g or similar tron-
ble every mow and then by way of variety, The
great Me himse!f early in the day so far forgot him-
self a8 to engage In a persopal encounter with a
pentleman of color, as narrated above,

In this division the colored voters voted early in
the day, and by nine o'clock scarcely a colored uan
was to be seen at the window. A loug line of
colored men was formed immediately on the open.

hey are thelgnorant tools of corrnpt politicians,”

sUonsidering thie source from which this poster
emanated, the remark about the tools of corrapt
politicians (s particularly good. The line ““Vote early
and often.” being in the largest characters, and visi-
bie at a distanee, where the rest of the poster conld
fiot be read, looked very much like a command. The
total colored voting popuiation in this division is 237,
and this number was very nearly all In during the
first hour. The stickers around this poll seemed to
have been but little distaroed, nearly every one
voting a straight ticket on either one side or the
other. The colored voters nearly all came prepared
with thelir votes in thelr pocket, and did not depend
upon what they m!ﬁm obtain at the polls. By this
means they satisfied their own minds that the whole
thing was right.

With the exception of the aldermanic affair, there
was but little fighting early in the day; but from
present appearances, and judging from the rate at
which old rye and the like was being lmblbed, there
s & falr prospect of Wwouble belore the day is well
over. One little colored damsel, playing with a com-
panfon on a doorstep, was heard exuitingly to re.
mark that (b was ‘“‘going to be terrible to-night,
Won't there be some fun, though?” Probaoly thers
will for those who like it. There were buat few
policemen at this poil.

When they showed themselves, which was at long
intervals, they kept on the other side of the street,
Perhaps they thought that there were enough
friends already there to wateh things, and that their
Presenuc was more (needed at other points, as jindeed
t was. At other down-town polls a good police
force was in attendance during the eatire morning.
The vote up to 11 o'clock was a strong Democratic
majority, which was to be expected, and Washing-
ton Sguare was the favorite site aimost to a man.
This, however, was the case in all the lower divi-
slons,

THE NINTH DIVIZION.

In the Ninth division, another Democratic strong-
hold of the Fourth ward, there was no disturbance
whatever. The colored voting population here 18
120, and this, as in the Eighth division, was nearly
all in during the first hour, The colored line was

formed early, but here the white men did
not walt so long for the  colored

A WOMAN IN TROUBLE,

In the Third division of the Fifth ward a colored
man was arrested, on the charge of voting twice,
The officer who artested him, on starting to e the
man to the station, was assaulted by a colored
woman, who collared the omlcer and attempted to
rescue the man.

With the help of other oficers both parties were
taken in charge, and this woman was doubled up in
a sheet and carried to-toe statlon. The ofcer whom
the woman collared had his shirt severely damaged
by the assanic,

At this division the colored line during the whole
merning was enormons, the number of colored
volers being g0 great, A white man here was the
exception, They (the whites) are probably laying
off, walting for the colored men fto get through,
when they #miso intend to go in and perhaps win.
They have had & pretty long walt.

The Twellth Ward.

In most of the precincts of the above ward the
vote is light compared with that of last year, Very
little excitement prevails, and, Indeed, botn Demo-
crats and Hepublicans manifest little activity., In
the Fifth divislon there are about 65 colored volers
registered. This morniog 66 of taem marched 1o the
pol: and deposited the straight Republican ticket,
nota scratch among them. Although the vole Is
light the Republicans are, up 1o 11 A. M., doing well,
Mr, Myersis recelvipg good support, aod the Ie-
publicans expect to rejurn for that candidate a fair
majority.

ontrary 0 general expectation, there was very
little scratching done. Mr. Bunn has fallen very
little behind his tioket, and the smme is trae of
Messrs, Leeds and Lynd. Among the Democrats,
William 8. Price seems 10 be the favorite, Good
order prevalled thronghout the ward, there not being
a single distarbance., In the vote for the site of the
new public buildings Penn Square has a heavy ma-

jority.
s The Fourteenth Ward.

The indications up to 12 o'clock to-day are that
the vote of the above ward will be smuall, when the
increased 1egistration is taken into consideration.
In the Sixth and Toirteenth precinots the balloting,
compared with last year, was very weak. In the
Second division, however, in which section there
are 140 oolored voters, the Republicans, of course,
made a very handsome advance on their Demo-
oratlc friends, A good vote 18 being polled for
the Congressional candigates, and Gegeral
Thomas 18 receiving muoch petter support than was
anticipated, but the balloting, so far, Is not calou-
lated Lo milect materiglly the prospects of Juage
Kelley. Geperal Thomas s not recelying &8 many
Democratic voles as he expected, aad the cotting
of Mr. Kelley by Repabllcans has not been as ex-
tensive a8 many were disposed to lmagine, All the
Republican candidates are receiving excellent sup-

rt. The utmost good order prevalled, The vole
or the slte of the new public bplldiogs was about
ihree to one in favor of Penn Square,

Mixteenth, Seventeenil, Kighteenth, and Nine-
teenth Wards.

Up to noon to-day no disturbances of any note
have occurred in the northeastérn section of the
ity. The voulng has progreased rapidly throaghout
the entire morping, and the hoarly rewurns snow an
{ncreased vote a8 compared with the last election.
Considerable scratching is being done, rmcipally in
the Seventeenth and Elghteenth wards, This will
materially affect the vote for Congressman, atd
Leonard Myers, {1 1= sald, will suffer therebv; bat It
will not change the complexion of the Third dis.
trict. In the Seventeenth wardl Wiliam M. Buny
for Reglater of Wills, {s recelving u e number o
Democratic votes, and he, in retarn, iU Is alleged,

8 showering his favors In the interest
of DNlichael Maullen for the Leglaiatore.
This ment Was entered into

some time since, and the wire-pullers for both of
these ocandidates were working harmoniously this
morning, and with benetiowl resglts, as far a8 thelr
mwen were concerned. In the Thorteenth Legialative
district, comprising the Seventeenth and portions of
other adjoining wards, there was every chance of the
election of Mr. Dumbell, the Republican candiaste,
Mr Mullen A sirong independent candldate
on the Democrat!c ticket against John Forsythe, the
pominee of the Democratic party. It was expected
that the “anterrifed” of the Soventeentlt would not
allow the colored vote to be polled, but this moro.
jug the ‘“newly enfranchised,” of whom there are
sixty-three in the ward, were at their places lu the
line, dsr:luu their ballots, All these voters reside
ip the Fourth division. snd vote at the
corner of Recopd and Thompson streets.

Before noon the colored vote was nearly all polied in
the wards referred to.
Twentleth Ward,

This ward, which polls the heaviest vote of any in
;hr(?"' gnve u( mjc‘n;.ll.: last Jenlr of 84 for Geary
or Governor, Comp L ¥ improving dis-
trict, there has been & Wﬂ :gm,
and in addition there aré nearly 200 colored votes
which have never been cast before. Extonsive
preparations had been made by the leaders of both
parties 1o bring out a full vote, and for this purpose
every house has been visited and its oceupants nrged
10 come out to-day., Inducements weps also held
out for the remdents to mike theiraspearance
early in the day. As early as 430 o'clook
there were lines formed at nearly all of the
precinget houses, and in many instances when the
polls were opened there were at least a hundred
ready to cast thelr ballots, As s usually the case,
the best of feeling was manifeated and there were
po unusnal demonstrations tending to create a ls-
turbance. Challenges were hut few, and they seemed
to he confined to natnralized oltizens. o some cases
those who were not to the manor born had neglected
t0 bring their papers and they were consequently
despatched to thelr nomes for these reqaisites. So
enraged did one of this class become, on being in-
formed that It was actoally essentin! that he shonll
produce his papers, that he ripped his ballot in half

and swore “he’d be.—ef he'd cum back.” The
colored voters Dbehaved thomselves (&t a
very orderly manner. They came enrly
in  squads of a dozen, and nearly
all had prepared their tickel In advance, 1t was

amusing to se¢ how agtive the Demooratic standard.
bearers would become when a colored man. inti-
mated a desire for a Democratic stioker, These
cases were few aod far between, as nearly every one
voted a Repablican solld ticket, Thelr behavior
while at the window was commendable indeed.

They showed that they fully comprehended the new

privileges which had been entrasted to them. They

answered all questions promptly, and when thelr
tmllot was placed in the box they left the vicinity of
the polls, The voting throughout this ward has
been very brisk, and although there were some fears
that it would be Impossible to get ull in, the chances
are there will not be the same tronhin as has herato-
fore heen experienced fn the |atter part of the day.

Second CengresslonntMintrict,

The excitement In this district, comprising the
First, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, and Twenty-
gixth wards, {8 most intense, The great fight is
between Creely and O’Nelll, and the advocaies of
thege two candidates are sacriticing sl) the rest of
the ticket In thelr interest, Trading 18 the order of
the day there,

At the Executive Committees Hooms.

The leaders of the Republican party are congre-
gared at No, (105 Chesnut street, where the hourly
returns are being made, These documents up to 11
o'clock exhibit a greater amount of cutting than has
ever been Known heretofore, Willlam 8, Price runs
far ahead of his ticket, and the lndications are that
he will be elected. A8 to the other candidates, it i8
impossible to prophesy the resait. Dunn has been
cut in the lower of the city, but ne more than
makes up for this loss in the upper part.

Illegnl Votlng.

Norris Harman wes arrested this morning by the
United States deputy marshals upon the charge of
illeganl voting. Defendant had a hearing before
United States Commissloner Biddle and was held (o
§5000 ball to answer, The testimony showed that
Norrie appeared at the polls in the First division of
the Twenty-elghth ward and represeated himselr to
be George H, Harman, and voted under that name,
Iiis vote was accepted, It was subdequently ascer-
tained that he had voted illegally.

: At the Marshai's Office.

I, 5, Marshal Gregory was thls morning busily en-
gaged at his ofllce, recelving complaints from citl-
zens and despatching his deputies to sreserve the
peace, In some of the localltles the namber of de-
puties was found to be insufMclent to preserve
order, and several new appointments were made,
At about nalf past eleven o'clock a delegation of
vitizens from the Fifth .ward appeared hefore the
Marshal and made complaint to the effect that at
Firth and Lombard streets the polls were blockaded
b{ licemen, and the citizens were being deprived
of the right of suifrage. The Marshal promised reller,
and at once proceeded to the Mayor's ofice and held
au:?evetuuun with the Mayor in reference to the
matter,

The Marshal suggested that they shonld both
visit the locality mentioned. and there sce for them.
selves the state of aftairs, To this the Mayor con-
sented, but the Lieutenant of the Third district
having been previously telegraphed for, the Mayor
concluded to walc until that officer pat Inan ap-
pearance. After walting some time, and the Lien-
tépant not appearing, the Marzhal and the Mayor
started for the scene.

The excitement at Fifth and Lombard streets grow

faat, and «drew to that locality a great crowd of

people, About ten o'clock inthe mnmm&su agreas
ment between the Hepubliean and

leaders had been made, by which two lines of voters,

one composed of colored voters and the other of

Democratic, were formed, and the votes deposited

alternately, Under this regime the colored men

were grossly decelved, for the policemen and thelr
unofcial allies would block the way to the window,
by which coup detat they were successful in having
about five Democratic votes cast Lo one Republican,

The colored men objected Lo this outrageous pro-
cedure, and were cither sllenced by threats of arrest
or thrown from the line and hustled oif. Many of
the officers, the more completely to shield them-
selves [rom after recognition, took thelr numbers
from their hats; and then commenced, without
hindrance, a rule by lorce, When colored men
asked for Republican tiokets they wonld have Demo-
cratic ones thrust into their hands, and if they tore
them jup, which they almost invariably did, would
beé brow-beaten or maltreated.

All this conduoct, 80 openly violentand flagrant,
added fuel to the fame of indignation, and by 1¢
o'clock the street was blocked with volored men
and white, one class frenzied with excitement and
Smarting under the wrongs inflicted upon them, uni
the other doing what they could by taunts to
hedghten it, To such a had things come, that
word was sent to the United States Marshal, Gene-
ral Gregory, to send relief,

This the 'Hnrahll did, in company with Mayor
Fox, and (n a moment almost the scene changed,
The oll of peace was aredd upon the troubled
waters. The riot wad killed in embryo. The oficers
suddenly remembered the duties of thelr oMce, has-
tened from the immediate vicinage of the polls,
cleared the sitrect, and stood like guardian angels
upon the curbs., Again the colored men had the
opportunity of voting, and all thinga betokened that
fOr the vesi of the day, al least unti] the Marshal
should leave, right would again have swuy.

The Marines Ready for 1/gly Work.

Al lo'clook » force ol marines, under command
of Major Forney, arrived In front of the United
States Marshal's ofMice, and were there stationed ap
to the time wo go to press. They will be called
into the service should emergency requlre,

% he Police Eleciioneering.

Prior to the visit of the Mayor and the United
States Marshal, the police ware boldly electioneer -
Ing the Democratic tHeket, and they were endeavor-
ing to purchase negro voles with a yellow ticket, on
which was inseribed “Good for a drink.” These had
been fornished by the Demoeratie politicians, and
wore honored at any of the neighboring rom-uiils,

The Marines at the Pells,

Eome tioe after the marines were goartered In
front of the Marshal's oflce, an order was lasued,
and in accordance with this, the squad was marched
Lo the polis at Fifth and Lombard streets and they
are now quartered in the jmmediste vicloity of the
precinet house. The voting i going on uow rapidiy,
the negroes have the saume rights as the white De-
mMOCracy.
